Kind Of Listless

“Lissette,” directed by Howard 
Martin, professor of speech, was 
presented over campus closed cir- 
uit television last Sunday and 
Monday. 

The drama was adapted by Sacra- 
mentan Francis Meyer from Guy 
de Maupassant’s story “Ball of 
Fat.” 

The plot, involving a group of 
sophisticated French refugees flee- 
ing France in the 1870's, who used 
Lissette, having the reputation of 
an “intermittant virgin,” for selfish 
purposes of escape by appealing to 
her “patriotic sense of duty,” was 
not well developed. The action of 
the story depended on character 
development of the individual people 
and most of the actors did not iden- 
tify sufficiently with their respec- 
tive roles. This was the first acting 
attempt for many of the players and 
lack of experience did not permit 
them to get adequately involved with 
a story which demanded ciose cxami- 
nation of characters. 

Ted Strutz, as Mr. Brenville, 
Charles Calebaugh and Ann Bievens 
as the Count and Countess were 
adequate, however, their affected 
British accents did not sound very 
French to me. Orene Burt's best 
scene (as Lissette) was the closing 
when her desolation was complete 
and her sobbing could be heard 
behind ihe rather ill-placed oil-lamp 
on the table. 

The three sets used in the tiny 
television studio were effective, one 
being a way station with hay lying

around, and a too-elaborate parlor 
in the inn-keepers home, with the 
last a dining room in the same house. 

Russ Grant and Jeff Hart trucked 
cameras for the show, doing a nice 
job, but complications arose in the 
directors booth with fade-outs, blur- 
red opening scenes, and the framing 
up of pictures, sometimes causing 
blocked heads. 

The addition of music at the begin- 
ning of each act was an aid in setting 
the mood of the drama even though 
actors had some trouble maintaining 
the same. 

There were, however, many in- 
congruencies in the Meyer script 
itself. The “ain'ts” and “dimes” 
seemed to be more 20th century 
American than 19th century French.

Students Host Program 
Aids New Foreign Students 


Newly arrived foreign students to 
the SSC campus will become ac- 
quainted with American life and stu- 
dent activities through the efforts of 
the student host program. 

Student host program is being 
sponsored by several groups on cam- 
pus to aid the foreign student who 
is just arriving in a strange country 
and community to become acquaint- 
ed with aspects of our culture and 
the specifics of getting adjusted as 
an American cullege student. 

A sign-up of student volunteers 
for the program is continuing today 
in the Foyer of the Snack Bar from 
11 a.m. to 2 p.m. 


Volunteer Assigned 

As each foreign student is accepted 
for admission to the college, he will 
be assigned a volunteer student host, 
usually soneone of the same sex and 
major. The student host usually 
writes to the incoming student intro- 
ducing himself, offering assistance on 
his arrival and sending an identifica- 
tion card. Sometimes the student 
host will make specific arrangements 
to meet the foreign student on his 
arrival. 

Before the beginning of the semes- 
ter, the student host may heip the 



















foreign student find a place to stay 
(with the aid of the Housing Office), 
introduce him to laundromats, check- 
ing accounts, bus service, super- 
markets, and numerous ways of 
doing things which are new to the 
foreign student. 
Special Badge 

During registration itself the stu- 
dent host can help the foreign student 
see an adviser and will receive a 
special badge permitting him to enter 
the gym to help the foreign student 
through the bewildering aspects of 
registration. 

It is hoped that the relationship 
with the foreign student will develop 
into a friendship which will persist 
throughout the year.

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Chimes Are Installed 
On Roof Of Library 


Carillon bells, a gift of the Summer 
Session Activities Office and the 
SSC Foundation, were installed 
last week on the roof of the library. 

Dean McCormick, dean of educa- 
tion services and summer session, 
said the carillon bells will chime 
every quarter hour and will be ready 
to play special musica) selections in 
the form of electronic recordings 
within a month. 

SSC’s “electronic Camponile” 
consists of 25 miniature bell units of 
bronze bell metal which are struck 
by metal hammers, which produce 
a true bell tone. 

These bell vibrations are then 
amplified over 100,00 time by means 
of specially designed electronic 
equipment, producing bell tones 
which are superior to the tones of 
traditional cast bells. 

The range of the new bells is G 
below middle C to G two octaves 
above. The low G tone is equal in 
tone to a cast bell weighing 13,250 
pounds. 

SSC's “new sound” is controlled 
by a special keyboard located in 
the campus library and can be operat- 
ed a by an “electronic

Undergraduate 
Program Urged 


President Guy West is urging the 
student body to consider the possi- 
establishing an under- 
graduate research program similar 
to one established at Miami Uni- 
versity. 

The program is student sponsored 
and financed and handles research 
grants like federal agencies and 
foundations, except its grants have 
a $75 maximem. 

Undergraduate university students 
who have an idea worth exploring 
can prepare an application including 
objectives, reasons, methods, needs 
and budget. With a faculty endorse- 
ment sponsor, the application is 
weighed by a joint faculty-student 
committee. Thus far $700 has been 
contributed to the program by var- 
ious Campus organizations. 

Faculty and students in the science 
departments and in the engineering 
and social science divisions have 
noted that this program is the only 
way for undergraduate students to 
carry out research projects at the 
present time.
